Earle C. Strebe 
properties, came word of large 
expansion plans by Mr. Strebe at 
three spots in the Village. 
Deveiopment 
of 
the 
former 
Gray property on Palm Canyon 
Drive, a new modern building at 
Andreas and Indian avenues and 
improvement of the El Paseo the­ 
atre property are among the con­ 
templated projects. 
EXTENSIVE INTERESTS 
Mr. Strebe has extensive prop­ 
erty interests and operates the­ 
atres in several Southern Califor­ 
nia communities, as well as in 
Nevada. 
The local properties consist of 
the Plaza and Palm Springs the­ 
atres and the El Paseo theatre. 
The El Paseo 
theatre 
building 
has been occupied for the past 
two years by the city of Palm 
Springs and has been used for 
council chambers, city court and 
other official boards and com­ 
mission meetings. Upon relin­ 
quishment by the city, it is plan­ 
ned to again use the premises for 
theatre purposes. 
IN OTHER CITIES 
Mr. Strebe also operates the­ 
atres in Newport 
Beach, Lake 
Arrowhead, Las Vegas, Nevada, 
and now has under construction 
a beautiful 800-seat 
theatre at 
Big Bear Lake. Plans call for 
the erection of new theatres in 
Crestline, Las 
Vegas 
and pos­ 
sibly some other city in Nevada. 
Other structures of a commercial 
nature are also contemplated. 
One of Mr. Sorum’s principal 
activities will concern the devel­ 
opment of the former Gray prop­ 
erty on Palm Canyon Drive, 
plans for which call for the erec­ 
tion of a splendid, modern 1000 
seat theatre as well as numerous 
shops, 
restaurant, 
apartments 
and other structures and provid­ 
ing 
for 
substantial 
off-street 
parking areas. 
PLAN NEW BUILDING 
Plans are also being prepared 
for the improvement of the en­ 
tire 
property 
located 
at 
the 
northwest corner of Andreas and 
Indian avenue, with 
a modern 
two-story business structure. This 
building will 
replace 
the un 
sightly and antiquated buildings 
which have occupied this promi­ 
nent corner for many years, and 
will add 
considerably 
to the 
beautification and development 
of the downtown business area 
Mr. Sorum will have complete 
charge of the planning, construc­ 
tion and maintenance of these va­ 
rious projects as well as leases, 
insurance and other matters per­ 
taining to occupancies.

clean-up of vacant lots Sunday. 
Meeting at 
the 
Chamber of 
Commerce 
offices 
Wednesday 
night, 
representatives 
of 
the 
groups agreed upon a division of 
the city area into zones, one each 
of which will be assigned to Los 
Compadres, Lions, Rotary, Desert 
Riders, and 
American 
Legion, 
with assistance 
from 
the Boy 
Scouts, Boys’ Club, Indian Agen­ 
cy and residents of the Indian 
reservation. 
CLEAN-UP LIMITED 
It was agreed, however, that 
the clean-up will extend only to 
trash such as bottles, cans, pa­ 
pers and metals, as experience in 
previous clean-ups 
had shown 
that too many residents took this 
opportunity to do hedge and tree 
trimming in the hope that the 
volunteer forces would haul away 
the cuttings. 
Also, the 
voluntee 
workers 
will not attem pt to clean off lots 
having too much trash such as 
cement blocks and other heavy 
materials, it was decided. 
Per­ 
sons responsible for such condi­ 
tions will be 
notified 
later to 
make special arrangements for 
the hauling. 
Persons 
who per­ 
sistently refuse to do the clean­ 
ing may face action by the city, 
since 
ordinances 
prevent 
the 
dumping on vacant lots. 
CITY TO HELP 
W. E. Alworth, city manager, 
met with the organization repre­ 
sentatives and pledged the use of 
the city trucks for the clean-up 
campaign. 
Trucks also will be 
provided by the Builders’ Sup­ 
ply company and 
the Indian 
agency.

A t 4:45 th a t afternoon they

HOW THE CAHUILLA INDIANS 
ADAPTED THEMSELVES TO 
THE DESERT 
(Concluded From Last Week) 
The diet of th e Cahuilla In­ 
dians, w hether they lived in the 
Pass, or in the m ountains, or on 
th e open desert, w as in the main 
a vegetable one, supplem ented as 
th e occasion arose w ith a little 
fresh m eat, such as deer, big­ 
horn sheep, rabbit, quail, or per­ 
haps w ild bird’s eggs. The anim al 
population of 
the 
desert was 
m uch too meagre to be relied up­ 
on entirely as a source of food. 
By fa r 
the 
m ost 
im portant 
plants to the C ahuilla w ere the 
tw o mesquites, 
the screwbean 
and the honeybean. Both mes­ 
quites bear pods which contain 
edible seeds, and both beans and 
pods are very high in sugar con­ 
tent, over 30 per cent! They can 
be plucked 
directly 
from the 
spiny branches and eaten w ith­ 
out preparation, alm ost like can­ 
dy. H uge quantities of the pods 
ripen in July and August, and if 
not picked, literally cover the 
ground beneath th e trees, where 
they are eagerly sought by hun-

gry rodents and coyotes, as well 
as by Indians. 
Once gathered, 
the mesquite 
pods were thoroughly dried in 
the sun and stored aw ay in huge 
basket granaries built on stilts 
or in large bulging olla jars. 
M any a cache of these precious 
pods has been found hidden away 
among .the rocks of our local can­ 
yons. 
W hen 
needed 
as 
food, 
enough pods w ere taken from the 
store and laboriously pulverized 
in a rock m ortar, pod and all. 
Once a fine m eal had been ob­ 
tained, it was usually sifted and 
w ater added to make a dough­ 
like substance. This was eaten as 
a thick porridge, baked, or dried 
into compact 
balls 
for use on 
long cross-country treks. 
PINOLE 
A nother 
staple 
food, 
when 
available, w as the sm all seed of 
the Chia, a type of low sage with 
m any seeds, 
th at grows very 
abundantly in certain areas on 
the desert. To gather these most 
efficiently required 
two im ple­ 
m ents, which the C ahuilla inge­ 
niously devised. These w ere the 
seed-beater, w hich 
looked not 
unlike a snowshoe, and the gath­ 
ering basket, a very large shal­ 
low affair some 18 inches in di­ 
am eter and 
only 
one inch in 
depth. Holding the basket low to 
the ground in her left hand, the 
C ahuilla w om an would strike the 
tops of the Chia plants w ith her 
beater in a sweeping movement, 
dislodging the seeds into the bas­ 
ket beneath. L ater this mass was 
w innow ed in the wind and then 
pounded into a fine flour in a 
m ortar or ground-up fine on a 
m etate. This Chia m eal is very 
nourishing, being rich in vege­ 
table oils and mucilage. The flour 
w as mixed w ith w ater and eaten 
as a soup or baked into biscuits 
or cakes. If it could be obtained 
by trade from 
the 
tribes who 
grew grain, w heat flour would be 
m ixed with the Chia flour and 
w ater added to form a very tasty 
broth called “pinole.” 
W here oaks grew near, acorns 
w ere gathered and crushed in a 
m ortar. This 
raw 
acorn flour 
contains a 
high 
percentage of 
poisonous tannic acid w hich m ust 
be rem oved before it can be eat­ 
en. A leaching process was em ­ 
ployed, in w hich th e flour was 
spread on top of loose sand and 
boiling hot w ater poured over it. 
T his 
hot 
w ater, 
percolating 
through, picks up the deadly ta n ­ 
nic acid in solution and carries 
it down into the sand beneath, 
leaving edible m eal on top. U n­ 
doubtedly some 
sand particles 
got m ixed in w ith the meal, and 
this grit could not have been ex­ 
actly beneficial to the teeth. 
The pinyon o r single-leaf pine 
of the desert 
m ountains bears 
cones, each of w hich has many 
delicious nutlets. 
These 
cones 
w ere gathered green and roasted 
in hot coals; the heat m ade them 
pop open and the brow ned nuts 
w ithin could 
be 
easily jarred 
loose. The th in shells of these 
nuts w ere rem oved before eating. 
Pine nuts are sold comm ercially 
now in some candy stores, and 
are very tasty and nutritious.

Springs 
does not 
bear dates. Its fruit is in the form 
of 
sm all 
m arble-sized 
berries 
w ith edible husks. These berries 
w ere gathered by th e Cahuilla 
and used as food. 
The blossom stalk of the D es­ 
ert Agave or C entury Plant was 
cut off while still green and full 
of sap. These stems w ere roasted 
in coals for one o r more days 
before eating. Even th e blossoms 
them selves were picked and boil­ 
ed in water, then dried for stor­ 
age and boiled anew when need­ 
ed. 
Also gathered w hile still green 
was the fruit of th e Yucca or 
Spanish Bayonet. A fter roasting, 
it tasted much like little green 
apples, according 
to 
Dr. B ar­ 
rows, and 
is 
quite nourishing. 
Ju st as with the A gave, the Y uc­ 
ca blossoms were boiled. 
Cactus abounds in th e desert, and 
cactus apples, or tu n a as they 
popularly are called, were priz­ 
ed as food. To collect them, spe­ 
cial wooden tongs w ere made to 
avoid 
the 
spines. 
They 
w ere 
cooked or steamed in a pit for 
12 or more hours before being 
consumed. 
SEVERAL DRINKS 
The Desert Tea 
o r Joint-Fir 
furnishes a very palatable and 
stim ulating drink b y just boil­ 
ing some of the d ried stems in 
w ater. The bush contains a sm all 
am ount of the d ru g ephedrine. 
From the colorful red blossoms of 
the 
ocotillo, 
ano th er 
delicious 
drink was obtained by boiling 
and the very sugary pods of the 
Screw bean 
m esquite 
yielded a 
sweet thick molasses-like liquid. 
The Sumac is som etim es called 
the Lemonade bush, for its red 
berries when soaked in w ater 
m ake a cooling drink. 
A wild type of Tobacco was 
the main source of the Cahuil- 
la’s stim ulant; it w as ground-up, 
mixed with a little water, and 
chewed, never sm oked. The C a­ 
huilla did not know of m arihu­ 
ana. For coffee, th e nuts of the 
Simmondsia were pow dered and 
boiled with water. 
The American In d ian is credit­ 
ed w ith the discovery of chew ­ 
ing gum, and the Cahuilla ob­ 
tained his from th e sap of the 
milkweed, which w as first col­ 
lected from the 
p la n t’s stems, 
heated to hurry the solidification, 
and then chewed as gum. A very 
dangerous narcotic was secured 
from the roots and stem s of the 
D atura 
or 
Jimsonweed. 
This 
drug was 
used 
in a ceremony 
called the Toloache, during which 
sm all amounts of th e potion w ere 
im bibed to produce vivid color 
dream s. However, 
th is 
extract 
contains a deadly poison, and if 
adm inistered in too g reat a q u an ­ 
tity, resulted in death. 
SWEAT-HOUSE 
Most peoples of th e world had 
sweat-houses of one type or an ­ 
other, and the C ahuilla were no 
exception. 
Theirs, called by the 
Spanish name “tem escal,” w ere 
made of brush and soil in a con­ 
ical shape always above ground. 
The doorway was closeable and 
the whole structure almost a ir­ 
tight. A Cahuilla desiring to be 
cleansed, first built a fire inside 
the house until a large bed of 
coals resulted. Then he would go 
inside naked, fasten th e door se­ 
curely behind him, set him self 
on the ground, 
and 
pour cold 
w ater on the coals. 
Clouds of 
hot steam would arise and fill 
the place. In this near-suffocat­ 
ing steam -bath the Indian would 
stay as long as he could stand it, 
sw eating 
profusely; 
then 
he 
would throw open th e door, rush 
outside, and plunge bodily into 
the adjacent cold stream . 
The 
benefits of such extrem e m eas­ 
ures are conjectural. 
SEASONAL CYCLE 
These 
few 
exam ples 
cited 
should indicate how w onderfully 
resourceful the C ahuilla Indian 
was in eking out a n existence 
from the “barren” desert, and 
how really plentiful th e available 
food is in an arid country. 
Of 
necessity 
he 
had 
to 
w ander 
short distances as certain food 
plants came into flow er or seed. 
In A pril and May he w ent to th e 
foothill region for th e Agaye and 
Yucca. In May and Ju n e it was 
to the open desert floor for the 
Chia sage and other wild seeds. 
Then back to the hig h er slopes 
from June to July fo r the deli­ 
cious 
Wild 
Plum 
and 
other 
fruits. A ugust was th e month for 
the tw o mesquites and the Sam- 
bucus. From 
Septem ber 
on to 
w inter found the pinyon cones 
and th e oak acorns read y for h a r­ 
vesting. Actually, th e re was no 
need for food 
hoarding except 
betw een November 
and March, 
and during 
those 
m onths, the 
quantities of stored food could be 
supplem ented 
with 
occasional 
hunting of deer, bighorn, or rab ­ 
bits. 
. 
. 
, 
Probably the best and most 
authentic account 
of the early 
Cahuilla Indians is to b e found in 
a m ost com prehensive treatise, 
w ritten in 1900 by D avid P. B ar­ 
rows. Most of the d a ta used in 
these two 
articles 
w as gleaned 
from th at historic paper. Dr. A. 
L K roeber has w ritten on the so­ 
cial life and 
linguistic affilia­ 
tions of the Cahuilla, and just 
recently old Chief Francisco Pa- 
tencio has published a fascinat­ 
ing little volume on th e local leg­ 
ends and myths.

It’s too bad the deer season is closed. 
The reason for this regret on the pari of many residents of 
Palm Springs is due to the strike of employes of the national meat 
packers. 
Palm Springs was devoid of 
the “teeniest” bite of red meat 
by Thursday, following the an­ 
nouncement Tuesday that the 
packing employes would be on 
strike by 12:01 that night. 
Sam and Leo, Hatchitt’s M ar­ 
ket, DeVine’s Grocery and oth­ 
ers reported that the run on the 
“meat-bank” W ednesday morn­ 
ing didn’t cease until the last 
ounce of red meat had disappear­ 
ed into packages of frantically 
purchasing customers. 
MY. THE HOARDERS! 
Purchases under normal cir­ 
cumstances which amounted to 
an average of between one and 
two and half pounds by individ­ 
ual customers, mounted to 8 and 
10 pounds. 
Most of the local meat dealers 
do their business with the na­ 
tional packers who have been 
affected by the strike. Indcoend- 
ent packers are strike-free, but 
none of the Palm Springs butch­ 
ers deal with them. 
However, Leo Baker of Sam 
and Leo, reported that an emis­ 
sary had been sent to Los An­ 
geles to court the independents, 
and the last report was that the 
mission was successfully accom­ 
plished. Meat, Sam said, will be 
displayed in the counters of his 
shop Saturday evening. 
FOWL—BUT FOUL 
Fred Thomas, butcher at De­ 
Vine’s Market, who reported 
that his stocks of meat had been 
“cleaned out” by Wednesday 
noon, said he had plenty of meat 


for sale—that is, rabbit, chicken, 
turkey and eggs. Why eggs were 
placed in this category was a 
mystery for a moment or two, 
but when Thomas said people 
had better get used to a diet of 
this hen fruit, it wasn’t long be­ 
fore the dawn of understanding 
dawned. 
Hutch Moseley of Hatchitt’s 
Market, added that in addition to 
what Thomas reported for sale, 
his stocks could also include 
fish.Poaching out of season for 
deer carries a penalty, but one 
consoling thought is that Indians 
arc allowed to hunt at any time 
of the year they feel the need of 
red meat.

Absent-Minded Autoists Provide 


Plenty of Headaches for Village 


Police Chief and His Busy Force 


"The Case of the M isplaced C ar" is probably a good title and 
plot for a w riter of m ystery novels, but the day-to-day real life 
enactm ent of the them e has become nothing but a headache for the 
local police departm ent. 


Here is the day-to-day episodic* 
events of the plot: not as a writ­ 
er would perhaps imagine, but as 
drawn from real life by members 
of the police department, who al­ 
most invariably are forced into 
the lead characterizations: 
HERE IT IS: 
Scene, Palm Springs Police De­ 
partment: Clerk is busily engag­ 
ed in sending out an important 
teletype message for the appre­ 
hension of a check artist. 
The 
chief, August G. Kettmann, is en­ 
gaged in deep conversation with 
an FBI agent. 
Patrol cars are 
spread out over the city to en­ 
force the peace. 
Into this scene there rushes a 
wild-eyed 
citizen, 
clothes 
di­ 
sheveled, anguish 
in his voice 
and face. 
"My child has been kidnap­ 
ped," he 
shouts, 
wringing his 
hands. "Please call the chief, the 
sheriff, the FBI, the radio sta­ 
tions,” he rambles on, without 
anyone getting an opportunity to 
say a word or ask a question. 
THOSE HEADLINES 
The 
Chief envisions 
glaring 
headlines in metropolitan news­ 
papers throughout 
the country 
(he's an ex-newspaper man) and 
he groans. The FBI operator steps 
into the inquisitor’s circle, and 
the police clerk, with the first 
words of the distraut man, is 
standing with radio-microphone 
asking all patrol cars to stand 
by—Now! 
Finally the man has to take a 
breath and in that split second 
questions are popped at him. He 
outlines the details of the crime. 
“I life my car parked just two 
blocks from here with little Har­ 
old, 4, in it. I went in a place 
for a cocktail and when I came 
out the car, baby and all was 
gone. Gone, I tell you! Gone!” 
and he begins to ramble again 
and sort of sway from side to 
side. The swaying is not from 
grief, it develops. 
All present 
feel the man has gone into more 
places than just the “one place.”

Series of Rare 
Birds Observed 
In Desert Area 


That unusual small brown bird 
that dives bodily into the icy 
waters of streams and actually 
walks along the bottom in search 
of food, the Water Ouzel, has 
been seen nearly every day the 
past week up Tahquitz canyon by 
S. Gleason. Mr. Gleason reported 
to the Desert Museum that the 
same bird was observed in almost 
the same spot each day, as it ran 
along the edge of the stream, 
poised 
on 
boulders, where it 
bobbed up and down (the Ouzel 
is also called the American Dip­ 
per because 
of 
this 
bobbing 
habit), and then plunged into the 
rushing waters. 
Ordinarily the 
Ouzel would be seen only at higher 
altitudes up on the slopes of San 
Jacinto: evidently this one indi­ 
vidual has wandered along Tah­ 
quitz creek and has found food 
plentiful there. 
One 
more 
dead 
bird 
was 
brought in to the Museum last 
week, bringing the total to three 
for this season. The other two 
were 
an 
immature 
Audubon 
Warbler and a Killdeer. The third 
was 
a 
female 
Hummingbird, 
probably a Black-chinned Hum­ 
mer. The females of these small 
birds are very difficult to tell 
apart even in the hand; in many 
instances they are indistinguish­ 
able. 
The Black-chinned Hum­ 
mingbird is the commonest spe­ 
cies around Palm Springs. This 
dead specimen was picked up be­ 
side a road in town, probably the 
victim of an automobile, by Billy 
Foster and Edward Mason. These 
two boys earlier in the week also 
brought in a live Black Widow 
Spider to add to the Desert Mu­ 
seum’s ever-increasing exhibit of 
live desert creatures.

The first w hile man ever to escape as a prisoner of Ihe Japa­ 
nese and make his way to lhe Uniled Slales and then on lo Wash­ 
ington al lhe invitation of the lale presiden!, Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, was in Palm Springs this week. 


W ithin six weeks after his cap­ 
ture, M arsm an was able to es­ 
cape. He m ade his way into Free 
C hina and Chungking, w here he 
was taken aboard an U. S. Army 
bom ber and flow n to India. From 
th at country 
he 
was flown to 
Egvpt. Africa, then across the 
South A tlantic to South America 
and New Y ork City. 
TERMED UNSPEAKABLE 


He is J. H. M arsman, president 
of the w orld-girdling M arshman 
and 
Company, 
whose 
escape 
from the Japs in February, 1942, 
a fter capture in Hong Kong on 
C hristm as eve in 1941, was the 
basis of a 40,000-word story in 
the S aturday Evening Post a few 
m onths ago. 
DAMAGES HIGH 
Practically all of the assets of 
the com pany, in Hong Kong. Ba­ 
tavia, Shanghai, Bankok and the 
Philippines came under the con­ 
trol of the Japanese, and dam ­ 
ages w rought bv the enem y and 
w ar, ran into millions of dollars, 
M arsm an said. 
•'It is only because my wife 
and I had personal banking ac­ 
counts here in the U nited States 
th at we w ere able to carry on 
until the liberation of our assets 
in the O rient,” said Marsman. 
M arsm an. now 
53, 
who was 
born 
in 
Amsterdam, 
Holland, 
and is a citizen of the Philip­ 
pines, recalled a few of the inci­ 
dents that led to his capture by 
the Japs on Christm as eve. De­ 
cember, 1941.
